Identity {Growing in 
Importance. 


(From the Buffalo Courier, Oct. 10. ] 

The body of the woman found on one 
of the dissecting tables in the ‘Medical 
College on Thursday, and identified by 
the husband and others as that of the 
late Mrs. Richard J. mp” was removed 
yesterday forenoon to Mr. Crowley's 
morgue, where it will be detained until 
the present mystery which hangs over it 
is cleared up. Nothing of interest has 
transpired in reference to the case since 
our last report, and further developments 
will scarcely be made before the prelimi- 
nary examination of the medical stu- 
dents. 

in view of the importance of the case, 
and the intcrest which the general pub- 
lic and the outraged family have in it, a 
reporter of the Courier was last evening 
requested to procure from Dr. Julius F. 
Miner his views of the case, since it was 
understood that he had opinions on the 
subject. Our reporter found Dr, Miner 
unexpectedly outspoken and positive 
about the affair. He is a membcr of the 
college council, is its professor of special 
surgery, and is devoted to the welfare of 
the institution. Setting aside the conver- 
sational feature of the interview, the fol- 
lowing is 

DR. MINER'S STATEMENT. 

I have bestowed-upon this matte: my 
personal attention, and am perfectly sat- 
isfied of the innocence of the college. 
am not connected with the anatomical 
department; but it is very important to 
the citizens of Buffalo, .as well as to the 
medical college, that the innocence of 
the college shall be thoroughly estab- 
lished. The Faculty deeply regret that 
any depredation of the kind should 
occur in this vicinity  calcu- 
lated to excite suspicion against 
the institution. Thisis the dissecting 
term in the college, and subjects are sup- 
plied from legal sources. Our dissections 
are made in open session, with doors open 
to all who may ask admission—as much 
so asin any of our public schools, al- 
though, of course, it is not expected that | 
the privacy of the dissecting room will 
be invaded by the public. The fact that 
the body found onthe dissecting table 
had almost been publicly exposed is proof 
of the innocence of the college. The au- 
thorities hagetaken the body of a female 
from the diss¥¢ting table, and the hus- 
band, the sister and undertaker Crowley 
claim it as the body of Mrs. Carey; while 
the college has the best of proof that the 
body in question was on the dissecting 
table before the death of Mrs. Carey.

The large founding hospital at Paler- 
mo, Italy, has been in operation about 
three centuries.
